The  reports  of  the  several  cotporationB  (returns  were  received  from  thirty-nine) 
show,  for  the  first  time  in  aevenil  years,  a  i»^  decreiise  in  groaa  eaminge,  result- 
ing from  commerciai  and  flnancial  depression  and  other  causes.  The  grosa  eam- 
ingB  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1S94,  were  less  than  those  of  the  preceding  yew 
by  $2,816,230  08. 


Dnring  the  year  such  examination  of  the  physical  condition  of  the  roads  as  was 
possible  has  been  made.  The  main  lines  in  the  State  are  in  Mrly  good  condition. 
Fennanent  improvements,  etc.,  have  been  disturbed  by  the  great  depression  in 


TheiB  has  been  no  new  construction  in  the  past  year.  The  total  number  of 
miles,  main  line,  second  track,  branches,  sidings  and  spur  tracks,  as  per  the 
returns,  show  the  total  mileage  in  the  State  as  4,437.83  miles.  Detailed  report  is 
given  in  Table  No.  1.

See  Table  No.  5.  During  the  year  there  were  no  eerioua  acddenta  to  passenger 
tntina  in  the  State,  the  casualties  reported  being  confined  principally  to  trespaesera 
and  employees  of  the  roads.  The  returns  show  the  total— employees,  passengers, 
'  and  others — for  year  1894  ;  Rilled,  126 ;  iigured,  1,135 — a  decrease  from  the  pre- 
viouB  year  in  killed  32,  in  injured  97 — a  total  of  129.  This  decrease,  however,  is 
not  attributable  to  the  nse  of  automatic  couplers  or  other  safety  appliances,  as 
little  result  is  expected  from  this  source  until  more  uniformity  in  such  appliances 
has  been  attained,  as  contemplated  in  the  act  of  Congress,  approved  March  2, 1893, 
and  taking  effect  January  1, 1898,  to  promote  the  safety  of  employees  and  travellers 
upon  railroads  by  compelling  common  carriers  engaged  in  inter-State  commerce  to 
equip  their  cars  with  automatic  couplers  and  continuous  brakes,  and  their  locomo- 
tives with  driving-wheel  brakes,  etc.

I  called  tiicir  atten- 
tion to  this  clause  and  their  reply  is :  That  the  Southern  Express  Company  only 
runs  the  business  from  here  to  Bristol,  and  from  there  to  Big  Stone  Gap  the  buai- 
uees  is  handled  by  the  8.  A.  &  0.  Railroad  Company  on  a  separate  l>asis  and  they 
therefore  assume  the  right  to  charge  50  per  cent  excess  over  both  local  rates  com- 
bined, although  the  railroad  freight  rate  to  the  point  named  for  first  class,  is  26 
cents  per  100  leas  than  the  combination  of  the  two  locals.

Youre  of  the  20th  encloaiiLg  a  commnnication  from  Edgar  Franklin, 
of  Lynchburg,  under  date  of  the  18th  to  hand,  but  copy  of  your  reply  to  Mr. 
Franklin,  which  yon  state  was  enclosed,  I  do  not  find. 

Replying  to  yoar  letter,  will  state  that  the  Sooth  Atlantic  and  Ohio  railroad  re- 
quires ns  to  charge  a  separate  graduation  over  their  road.  In  other  words,  they 
wUl  not  allow  ns  to  make  a  through  rate  fVom  shipping  point  to  destination.  All 
matter  which  we  receive,  either  in  our  company,  or  from  connecting  companies' 
territory  is  billed  to  Bristol  and  there  rebilled.  Matter  coming  from  off  their  line 
is  treated  in  the  same  way. 

We  are  compelled  to  charge  fifty  per  cent  more  than  their  rate  and  graduate  on 
that  rate  over  their  line.  They  will  not  accept  a  through  graduation  on  a  through 
rate.    Thb  is  the  beet  we  can  do  with  them,  and  is  in  accordance  with  our  con- 

If  the  South  Atlantic  and  Ohio  railroad  would  allow  ns  to  hill  into  their  territory 
and  receive  matter  from  their  territory  under  one  graduation  on  the  through  rate, 
it  would  be  much  better  for  ail  concerned,  but  as  the  matter  stands,  we  are  forced 
to  comply  with  our  contract. 

If  this  matter  could  be  obviated,  I  would  certainly  be  very  glad  of  it. 

Mr.  Fr&nklin's  statement  that  the  South  Atlantic  and  Ohio  railroad  is  not  ope- 
rated by  the  Southern  Express  Company  and  that  the  Southern  Express  Company 
only  runs  the  busincffl  from  here  to  Bristol,  and  from  there  to  Big  Stone  (Jap  the 
buainca  ifi  handled  by  the  South  Atlantic  and  Ohio,  is  an  error. 

We  operate  the  South  Atlantic  and  Ohio  railroad  the  same  as  we  do  the  Norfolk 
and  Western,  with  the  exception  that  we  have  to  charge  a  separate  graduation. 

I  have  no  doubt  he  misunderstood  our  agent  in  this  matter  and  his  statement 
may  lead  you  astray. 

1  have  given  yon  the  situation  as  it  is,  and  if  you  have  any  suggestions  to  make, 
I  will  only  he  too  glad  to  have  them.    We  ore  perfectly  willing  to  do  anything 
which  we  can  to  aid  our  patrons,  but  do  not  think  we  are  called  od  under  the  law 
to  comply  with  their  requests  at  a  loss  to  ourselves  in  handling  the  business.

That  iu,  they  allow  nothing  billed  throui^h  into  their  territory,  but  require  us  to 
rebill  all  matter  at  Bristol,  making  a  local  cbai^  from  Bristol  to  destination  on 
their  road. 

I  understand  that  thia  is  in  conflict  with  the  commisaion  rate  toacerttun  extent, 
at  the  same  time,  when  a  railroad  will  not  accept  a  through  rale,  or  allow  us  to 
bUl  through  into  their  territory,  I  do  not  understand  what  we  can  do  in  the  mat- 
ter, though  we  will  do  whatever  you  say,  even  if  we  loee  money  by  it,  rather  than 
have  litigation  over  the  matter.

Our  absence  from  the  office  on  Account  of  Hickneea  hae  prevented 
earlier  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  2nd,  covering  complaint  of  Edward  Moon, 
Scottavitle,  in  reference  to  rates  on  single  shipments  of  live  stock  to  Lynchbui^. 

We  have  quoted  in  our  severa!  communications  to  Mr.  Moon  what  we  regarded 
ae  reasonable  rates,  and  such  ra.tea  aa  we  would  quote  te  any  aoA  all  shippers  with- 
out iliscrimi nation.  There  were  some  special  ratee  made  upon  beef  cattle,  siugle 
head,  at  the  request  of  some  of  our  patrons  along  the  James-River  division  to  Rich- 
mond, where  they  found  a  market.  Th^e  rates,  however,  were  not  mode  applica- 
ble to  milch  cows  or  stock,  but  simply  to  beef  cattle.  The  beat  rate  which  we  can 
make  on  a  cow,  Scotteville  to  Lynchburg,  would  be  (7  60  unless  we  cut  the  rate, 
which  there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  rettsonable  ground  for  doing.  We  offered  Mr. 
Moon  rate  of  $12  25  freight  on  one  cow,  calf,  and  horee— Scottsville  to  Lynchburg, 
and  we  do  not  know  of  any  other  class  of  freight  that  would  occupy  the  same  room 
that  the  three  animals  would  that  would  not  be  more  remunerative  to  the  carrier. 
It  is  a  well  known  &ct  that  very  little  other  freight  could  be  put  in  a  car  with  three 
live  animals,  and  it  is  also  an  eatablighed  fact  that  we  could  very  well  demonstrate 
that  the  room  occupied  by  one  cow  at  $7  60,  Scottsville  to  Lynchburg,  could  very 
well  he  occupied  by  other  freight  that  would  pay  equally  as  well  or  better  without 
any  risk.  We  feel  that  the  rates  we  have  quoted  Mr.  Moon  are  reasonable  and  fiiir. 
We  return  Mr.  Moon's  letter  aa  requested.

Freu  Report  of  CommiUee  Meeting. 


Mr.  Cooke's  resolution  concerninK  alle^ced  discrimination  by  the  railroads  run- 
ning into  Norfolk  against  tliat  oity  in  cotton  rates,  and  asking  that  the  chaigee 
which  have  been  preferred  aRainat  the  various  roads  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
of  Norfolk  be  investigated  by  the  Committee  on  Roa<ls  and  Internal  Navigation, 
came  up  before  a  joint  session  of  these  cominiltees  yesterday  aftemi»n. 

Colonel  Warren  G.  Elliott,  president  of  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line,  appeared  in 
behalf  of  the  roads,  and  claimed  that  there  was  no  discrimiaution  whatever  against 
Norfolk  by  the  roads.  "  Now  it  is  claimed,"  said  he,  "  tliat  by  eiceesive  rates  we 
are  destroying  Norfolk  as  a  cotton  port.  Such  a  charge  is  absolutely  absurd.  We 
have  Hpent  (:), 000,000  to  get  into  the  pol-t  of  Norfolk,  and  now  just  as  we  get  our 
road  in  working  order  the  people  of  Norfolk  come  here  and  complain  that  we  are 
destroying  tlie  trade  of  the  only  city  on  our  line."  lie  here  referred  to  the  num- 
ber of  complaints  which  came  before  the  Legislature  from  Norfolk,  and  continuing 
said  ;  "  The  cotton  receipts  last  year  in  Norfolk  were  19«,4fl4  bales.  This  year  the 
port  of  Norfolk  has  handled  3S2,750  bales.  Now  tliis  is  the  way  we  have  destroyed 
the  business  of  the  port.  The  rates  on  cotton  from  the  various  ports  are  based  on 
the  ocean  rates,  enabling  the  shippers  to  put  their  cotton  in  Liverpool  at  a  uniform 
rate.     Every  port  on  our  line  is  placed  on  the  same  footing." 


Mr.  Elliott  stated  that  the  complaints  made  were  in  relation  to  rates  on  cotton, 
the  shipments  of  which  originated  in  North  Carolina.  The  question  of  jurisdic- 
tion then  arose,  and  it  was  shown  that  the  case,  if  one  did  exist,  was  one  in  which 
the  Virginia  Legislature  could  take  no  action. 

Mr.  Cooke  then  took  the  floor,  and  stated  that  the  petition  which  he  presented 
to  the  committee  setting  forth  the  alleged  discrimination  was  signed  by  reputable 
citizens  of  Norfolk  and  members  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  urged  bhat 
some  action  be  taken  on  the  matter. 

Mr.  Withrow  thought  the  measure  was  entirely  out  of  form,  and  moved  that  the 
resolution  be  dismissed,  and  no  further  action  be  taken  in  the  premises  unless  the 
matter  be  presented  to  the  (Jeneral  Assembly  in  the  shajie  of  a  bill.  Mr.  Mason 
said  that  conclusive  evidence  had  been  submitted  to  show  that  the  Legislature  of 
Virginia  had  no  jurisdiction  in  the  matter,  and  he  moved  that  the  measure  be  dis- 
missed.   Senator  Mushbach  advocated  an  indefinite  postponement.    Senator  Her- 
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bert  moved,  if  it  wae  the  senee  of  the  committee  that  the  Legislature  had  no  juris- 
diction, that  such  a  statement  be  embodied  in  a  respecUiil  communicatioa,  and 
that  the  reeolntion  be  postponed.  After  some  little  further  discussion  the  n 
was  poetponed  indeflnitely.

We  have  your  letter  of  the  30th,  encloeing  letter  trraa  the  Hon. 
Edward  Echota,  Senator  from  Auguata,  together  with  clipping  from  the  Staunion 
Vindicator. 

Replying  thereto  and  returning  correspondence,  we  beg  to  t&j  that  on  Janiury 
1,  there  waa  adopted  by  all  lines  using  the  olBcial  clBaaification  a  new  classification, 
and  in  that  classification  hay  was  advanced  one  class,  it  formerly  being  classified 
sixth  class,  minimum  20,000  pounds,  whereas  since  the  1st  of  January  it  is  classi- 
fied fifth  class,  minimum  18,000  pounds.  Of  course  it  was  our  intention  as  for  ae 
practicable  not  to  interfere  with  the  competitive  territory  of  the  Valley  and  else- 
where ;  and  at  the  same  time  it  has  been  imporaible,  with  the  multitude  of  matters 
we  have  had  to  attend  to,  to  keep  all  the  rates  in  line.  Notwithstanding  the  iaiA 
that  all  of  the  roads  in  the  countryapplyingtheofficial  classification  have  advanced 
their  rates  on  hay,  we  have  decided,  in  order  to  enable  shippers  in  the  Valley  of 
Virginia,  to  continue  the  specials  which  we  have  in  effect  upon  hay.  We  re-issued 
on  the  24th  the  rate  of  10  cents  per  100  pounds  from  Staunton  to  Clifton  Forge, 
and  12  cents  per  100  pounds  to  Charleston,  W.  Va. ;  these  rates  not  to  be  exceeded  to 
any  intermediate  point.  Also  on  January  29  from  Staunton  to  Charlottesville,  8 
cents  per  100  pounds,  and  have  continued  rate  of  12  cents  per  100  pounds  to  Rich- 
mond, Newport  News,  Hampton,  etc.  Under  the  revised  classification,  the  fifth 
class  rates  from  Staunton  would  be  as  follows  : 

To  Clifton  Forge,  Va.,  13}  centa  per  100  pounds. 
Charleston,  W.Va.,  18 
Charlottesville,  Va.,  11  " 

Richmond,  Va.,        17  " 

Newport  News,  Va.,  18 

In  our  opinion,  the  rates  which  we  have  continued  are  too  low,  and  we  shall 
consider  the  advisability  of  revising  them  at  an  early  date.  We  say  this  for  the 
reason  that  other  lines  A-om  Staunton  are  applying  fifth  class  rate,  and  for  the  further 
reason  that  the  rates  upon  hay  from  all  western  territory  to  Virginia  points  have 
advanced  to  fifth  class.  There  does  not  seem  to  be  any  good  reason  why  territory 
should  not  be  placed  fairly  with  other  sections.  We  regret  that  it  seemed  neces- 
sary for  our  Staunton  friends  to  lAke  the  matter  up  through  the  newspujiera,  as  it 
seems  to  us  that  as  yet  they  have  no  cause  for  complaint. 

We  forward  you  copies  of  all  rates  issued  on  traffic  moved  within  the  Slate,  and 
also  all  changes  in  classification.  We  presume  you  did  not  examine  the  cLusifica- 
tlon  for  change  on  hay.

I  beg  to  advise  that  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  have  restored 
therormermteaonhay  to  all  points  on  their  line.  The  rate  of  10  eta.  perlOO  pounds. 
Btaunton  to  Clifton  Forge,  waa  reissued  on  the  24th ,  and  the  epecial  rate  of  8  cts.  per 
100  pounds  to  Charlottesville  on  the  29th  ultimo,  and  to  Richmond,  Newport  News, 
and  Hampton  12  cts.  per  lOO  pounds.  These  special  rates  not  to  be  exceeded  to  in- 
termediate points  if  any  shipmenta  are  offered. 

The  advances  in  the  rates  were  caused  by  a  chanf^  on  January  1st  from  6th  to 
dth  claae  in  the  official  trunk  line  classification,  which  is  used  by  all  the  railroade 
in  the  United  States  and  Canada  north  of  the  Ohio  and  east  of  the  Mississippi 
rivere,  including  among  the  Virginia  linea  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio,  Norfolk  and 
Western,  Baltimore  and  Ohio,  Richmond,  Fredericksburg  and  Potomac,  New  York, 
Philadelphia  and  Norfolk,  and  Pennsylvania  roads.  You  will  observe,  therefore, 
that  the  advance  has  been  general,  und  not  confined  to  the  Valley,  This  classifica- 
tion governs  on  shipments  from  the  West,  the  principal  competitor  in  this  territory 
in  the  shipment  of  hay,  and  as  tlieae  western  rates  have  been  advanced  by  the  i^n- 
eral  change  in  the  claasifi cation,  the  Staunton  shippeia,  at  the  present  time,  by  a 
contiDoation  of  their  old  special  rates,  are  much  more  &vorably  placed  to  compete 
for  the  trade  than  formerly.

I  wish  to  present  the  following  facta  :  My  busineas  called  me  to 
Fannville,  Va.,  April  17th,  at  7:30  P.  M.  In  order  to  reach  there  I  left  Crozet  at 
3  o'clock  on  Monday,  the  IKth.  I  spent  the  night  in  Chariot U'sville,  or  a  part  of 
iL    I  had  to  take  a  mixed  train  at  4;30  A.  M,  and  reached  Lynchburg  at  Z^A.. 
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M. ;  reinaioed  there  until  2:0."),  and  reach»jd  Farmville  at  4  P.  M.— taking  25  hours 
to  make  the  130  miles.  On  my  return  I  left  Farmville  at  12:26  M. ,  reached  Lynch- 
burg at  2  o'clock.  1  wiflhed  to  go  to  Mitchell's,  in  Culpeper  county.  To  do  this  I 
found  1  had  to  lie  iu  Lynchburg  24  hours  lees  15  minutes,  and  as  I  could  not  lose 
the  time,  I  took  a  mixed  train  at  ti:42  P.  M,,  got  to  Charlottesville  at  10  P.  M.,  and 
at  12:42  neit  day  got  home  to  Crozet,  requiring  49  hours  to  make  the  260  milefr— 
more  than  half  of  that  on  a.  freight  or  mixed  train  and  in  the  night,  four  etopa  at 
the  hotel,  and  my  plans  all  disarranged  by  the  loss  of  the  day.  The  midday  train 
(I  don't  remember  exa:;t  hour  and  minutes)  on  the  R.  &  D.  from  Charlottesville  to 
Lynclihurg  only  missed  connection  in  Lynchburg  with  eastern-bound  N.  &  W. 
train  by  fifteen  minutes,  and  the  weat-bound  N.  &  W.  miasea  the  north-bound  B, 
&  D.  at  2  P.  M.  by  ten  minutes.  So  that  I  ought  to  have  gone  from  Uharlottca- 
ville  to  Farmville  and  returned  in  four  hours.  Now  I  put  the  case  before  you  aa 
Railroad  Commissioner  to  know  if  the  public  are  to  be  thus  outraged  by  railroads 
who  choose  to  disagree,  and  to  auk  if  there  is  no  redress,  or  must  the  public  simply 
submit.  In  ten  days  the  U.  T.  Seminary  at  Hampden-Sidney  closes ;  a  little  more 
titan  amontli  later  the  Normal  School  in  Farmville  and  Hampden-Sidney  College, 
and  unless  something  is  done  every  student  in  these  institutions  who  wiehcs  to 
come  over  the  It.  &  D.  railroad,  besides  other  travelling  public,  nmst  submit  to 
what  any  right-thinking  man  must  deem  an  outrage.  Tlie  public  are  made  to  suf- 
fer in  the  same  way  at  Basic  City  by  the  N.  it  W.  and  C.  &  O.  trains  leaving  when 
the  train  is  in  sight.  1  should  be  glad  to  hear  from  you  in  view  of  the  above  state- 
ment of  facts.

I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  favor  under  date  of  May  18, 
postmarked  "Kichmond,  21st,"  in  reference  to  the  want  of  connection  at  Lynch- 
burg with  our  tmin  No.  4  and  R.  &  D.  No.  9, 

We  noticed  tbia  at  the  time  we  were  making  the  schedule  and  endeavored  to 
•void  it,  but  it  was  our  desire  to  make  and  maintain  the  Richmond  connection 
arriving  at  Richmond  at  T  o'clock  F.  M,  as  that  train,  tieaidcH  its  through  buei- 
sees,  carries  all  the  local  busineaa  to  Richmond  between  Bristol  and  Lynchbui^. 
For  this  purpose  we  have  to  run  this  train  very  fast  for  a  local  train,  making  an 
average  of  'iH  miles  per  hour ;  whereas  the  R.  &  D.  between  Washington  and 
Lynchburg  run  at  the  rate  of  about  27i  miles  per  hour.  The  feet  of  the  business 
is,  there  ia  very  little  local  travel  to  be  accommodated  by  this  connection,  simply 
the  travel  between  Charlottesville  and  Farmville,  and  while  it  would  make  our 
time  very  fast,  and  probably  jeopardize  the  connection  at  Petersburg,  as  the  train 
which  connects  there  cannot  wait  a  minute  under  any  circumstances,  I  think  it 
would  just  amount  to  a.  paper  connection  and  would  not,  perhaps,  be  accomnio- 
dattng  anybody,  but  would  act  to  delay  our  No.  3  westbound,  as  No,  4  and  No.  3 
pass  on  the  Island  yard.  Under  this  state  of  the  case  we  tliought  it  was  better  to 
make  the  connection  with  the  larger  number  than  to  run  the  risk  of  sacriScing  it 
by  delaying  at  Lynchbui^  for  R.  &  D.  No.  9  connection.

Dbjir  Sir: 

I  invite  your  attention  to  the  following  in  reference  to  the  Norfollc 
and  Western  roilrood,  request  your  personal  inapection,  in  poiupany  with  suitable 
citixens  of  this  neighborhood,  and  Buch  action  on  your  part  aa  will  compel  this 
isilroad  company,  hnd  especially  J.  W.  Cook,  superintendent  of  this  division 
(heedleaa  of  our  requests),  to  provide  such  bridRea  aud  waterways  as  shall  prevent 
further  damage  to  the  citiiens  and  gross  and  negligent  risk  of  the  lives  of  their 
passengers  and  train  crews  by  the  damming  up  of  the  water  and  washing  out  of 
the  bridge  and  fill  across  the  Pagebrook  run,  on  our  farm  at  Boyce. 

In  the  latter  part  of  May,  1889,  the  water  was  so  dammed  up  that  it  overflowed 
and  ran  over  the  top  of  the  embankment  for  nearly  its  whole  length,  swept  the 
track  off  the  road-bed,  and  washed  out  a  large  break,  doing  great  damage  to  our 
lands  and  many  persons  below  us  on  the  run. 

The  break  was  crossed  by  rude  trustling  built  up  on  looae  piles  of  old  ties  out  of 
the  track's  alignment.  Aflflr  awhile  dirt  waa  thrown  in,  and  no  more  waterway 
was  provided  than  before. 

On  May  26,  1892,  I  wrote  Mr.  Cook,  inviting  his  attention  to  "  the  manifest  in- 
sufficiency of  the  waterway  through  the  embankment  in  our  field,  evidenced  by 
the  water  having  swept  the  track  off  the  top  of  Ihe  em'bankmeut  in  1833." 

June  27,  1892 :  "  I  should  be  pleased  te  hear  further  from  you  as  to  the  addi- 
tional waterway  through  the  embankment,  the  back-water  and  breaking  flood 
both  causing  damage. " 

And  BO,  also,  but  much  stronger,  on  the  25th  of  4uly,  1892, 

And  so  again  on  the  2d  of  August,  1802,  calling  his  attention  to  the  accident 
from  the  same  cause  in  Bedford  county. 

L^Bt  Saturday  evening,  May  19th,  it  washed  out  again,  not  only  at  the  old  place, 
bat  at  the  bridge,  washing  out  the  bridge  and  masonry  and  roaking  a  wide  breach 
in  the  embankment,  causing  damage  to  us  both  above  and  below  the  railroad,  and, 
I  understand,  washing  persons  out  all  the  way  to  the  river.  The  7  P.  M.  mail 
train  was  run  over  this  bridge  and  embankment  while  the  water  was  running  over 
the  top  of  the  dirt-work  through  the  ballast,  and  in  ten  minutes  after  this  train 
passed  I  saw  tbe  liank  sliding  down,  and  in  a  little  more  it  washed  out  under  one 
Tsil  and  soon  cut  through.  A  xubatantiai  trestling  has  been  built  where  the  bridge 
was,  but  at  the  old  washout  the  track  hos  been  merely  slipped  back,  out  of  align- 
ment, on  the  rude  trestling  before  mentioned.  It  was  well  known  that  the  ma- 
sonry of  the  bridge  was  in  dangerous  condition  before  the  fl-eshet,  and  benches 
had  been  placed  in  the  already  insultlcient  waterway.  I  am  informed  that  the 
two  washouts  amount  to  one  hundred  feet. 

I  deaiTe  that  you  will  personally  inspect  it  with  us,  and  require  the  railroad  to 
provide  open  waterways  or  open  work  to  the  fiill  extent  of  these  washouts. 

I  also  call  your  attention  tothedangerouscondition  of  the  high,  curving,  wooden 
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trestle  at  Old  Chapel,  Dear  Bi-igga  etation,  three  railea  north  of  Boyce,  It  is  well 
known  here,  and  to  Mr.  Cook,  no  doubt,  that  it  baa  yielded  under  the  passage  of 
freights. 

Kiadly  advise  me  of  receipt  of  this,  when  yoa  will  come,  and  whether  you  can- 
not prevent  the  railroad  trom  again  closing  these  washouts  with  dirt,  and  require 
them  to  construct  sufficient  waterways  to  avoid  like  trouble  and  dama^  in  Attore.

It  has  been  represented  and  complained  to  me  by  intelligent  persona 
that  the  portion  of  the  Norfolk  and  Western  railroad  passing  over  a  small  stream 
running  through  the  land  of  Mrs.  Henry  Harrison,  in  the  county  of  Clarke,  is  de- 
fective and  should  be  examined  by  you  aa  provided  by  law.  In  order  to  secure 
such  an  examination,  I  state,  upon  reliable  information  given  to  me  as  a  complaint, 
that  the  croesing  by  the  said  railroad  over  said  stream  is  defective,  especially  on 
account  of  the  emallneee  of  the  vent  under  the  railroad  for  the  flow  of  the  water 
in  times  when  the  stream  is  Bwollec  by  heavy  rains.  Because  of  this  defect  the 
water  daring  and  after  heavy  and  protracted  rain  dams  against  the  railroad  to  the ' 
injury  of  the  land  above  and  west  of  the  railroad.

I  beg  to  advise  you  that  Conductor  Hut*:hing8  reports  that  Judge 
Lee,  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Clarke  county,  got  on  his  train  at  Boyce  yes- 
terday, the  10th  in(!tant,  and  just  afler  the  train  started  he  called  Conductor  Hutch- 
ings  aside  and  informed  him  that  he  waa  afraid  to  ride  over  Old  Chapel  bridge,  as 
it  bad  been  inapected  and  pronounced  unsafe  by  one  of  the  State  officials,  who  was 
a  very  eminent  and  impartial  engineer,  and  that  the  bridge  had,  or  would  be  con- 
demned. He  ^furthermore  told  Conductor  Hutchings  that  this  engineer  had  re- 
piortcd  that  there  was  a  deflection  of  four  inches  on  the  high  side  of  the  trestle 
ander  the  passage  of  a  freight  train.  Judge  Lee  deemed  it  his  duty  to  tell  Con- 
ductor Hntchingg  about  this  matter,  and  requested  him  to  instruct  the  enginetoan 
to  run  carefully  over  it.  Conductor  Hutchings  states  that  in  the  absence  of  any 
inetmctione  from  this  office  he  thought  it  advisable  to  pass  over  the  bridge  care- 
folly,  and  ao  instructed  the  engineman.  Do  you  think  it  worth  while  to  take  any 
notice  of  this,  or  try  to  convince  the  people  in  the  neighborhood  of  Boyce  and 
Berryville  that  there  is  absolutely  nothing  in  this  statement?  I  mean  do  you  think 
it  would  be  well  for  me  to  go  and  see  Judge  Lee  and  ask  him  to  correct  the  impres- 
sion, that  will  become  wide-spread  if  he  continues  to  talk  about  the  matter,  that 
this  bridge  is  unsafe  ?  He  is  doing  the  railroad  company  a  great  injustice,  and  I 
do  not  think  that  Major  Leavenworth  told  those  people  that  he  intended  to  con- 
demn the  bridge.

Dear  Sib: 

lieport  on  the  condition  of  the  crossing  of  the  Shenimdoah  Division 
of  the  N.  &  W.  R.  R.  over  "Pagebrook,"  near  Boyce  elation,  in  Clarke  county, 
Va.,  the  subject  of  acomplaint  from  Judge  Richard  H.  I<ee  and  interested  reeidents. 

Agreeably  to  your  order  of  July  2d,  I  went  to  Roanoke,  arriving  July  4  at  4:30 
P.  M.,  and  found  the  offices  closed  on  account  of  the  holiday.  Did  not  succeed  in 
seeing  any  of  the  administrative  ofiicerB,- althoufrh  the  train  up  the  Shenandoah 
was  detained  until  9:15  P.  M.,  reaching  Boyce  station  at  9  the  next  morning,  July 
6tb.  Walked  to  Pagebrook,  and  noiified  Mr.  George  B,  Harrison,  the  writer  of 
the  first  complaint,  to  be  present.  July  6th,  at  10  A.  M. ,  after  inquiry  of  the  agent 
at  Boyce  for  telegrame  or  messages,  with  Messrs.  G.  B.  Harrison  and  Whiting, 
made  examination. 

The  crossing  of  Pagehrook  is  bridge  No.  S65,  say  one-quarter  of  a  mile  north  of 
Boyce  station.  The  stream  nine  easterly,  the  curve  of  the  railway  being  to  the 
right  and  east,  with  a  sharp  gradient  down  to  the  bridge  from  either  direction. 
The  Htone  abutments  of  the  bridge  were  washed  out  in  May,  1894.  Intervals  of 
1-5.2  feet  and  11.95  feet  between  the  three  bents  of  substantial  trestle  afford  pas- 
sage for  the  stream,  with  additional  shored  spaces  of  11  feet  behind  the  trestles. 
A  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet  south  of  the  bridge  h  a  washout  of  22  feet,  the 
earth  having  been  entirely  removed  between  three  cribs  of  decayed  ties,  whirh,  I 
learn,  were  placed  here  to  repair  the  first  washout  in  May,  1889,  when  the  bridge 
did  not  give  way.  The  track  here  is  supported  upon  temporary  sliorin^  with  old 
timbers,  and  trains  are  "slowed  down"  when  crossing.  An  account  was  given  me 
of  the  flood  of  May,  1889,  when  the  track,  rails,  and  ties  were  doated  off  into  the 
meadow.  The  flood  of  May,  1894,  was  extraordinary  in  its  effect,  backing  up  the 
meadow  and  fields  for  a  long  distance,  destroying  fences  and  crops,  overflowed  the 
railway  embankment  (about  ten  feet  high  in  the  lowest  place)  for  a  distance  of  390 
feet,  as  shown  by  its  effect  in  removing  the  stone  ballast  and  chopping  out  the 
earth  filling  on  the  east  side.    The  stone  walls,  witli  an  original  opening  of  9.7 
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feet,  had  previouely  been  deemed  insecure,  and  two  trestlee  placed  next  to  them, 
narrowing  the  opening  to  about  7.7  feet,  as  evidenced  by  the  print  on  the  stringers 
which  I  found  lodged  on  a  wull,  800  feet  down  the  valley.  The  abutment  walla 
were  washed  away,  stooes  of  a  thousand  pounds  weight  being  carried  75  yards 
eastward  in  the  meadow.    The  track  shifted  several  feet  out  of  its  true  position. 

General  Superintendent  Flickwir,  Engineer  Keeiie,  and  Assistant  Superintendent 
Cook  met  me  by  telegraphic  appointment  July  6th  at  Shenandoah,  and  explained 
the  repairs  and  betterments  proposed  to  be  made.  A  comprehensive  general  sur- 
vey of  the  water  shed  at  Pagebrook  above  the  crossing,  with  an  area  of  5,192  acres 
was  shown  to  me,  and  it  is  contemplated  :  (1)  To  erect  two  abutments  of  stone 
with  an  opening  of  not  leas  than  28  feet,  to  be  spanned  by  an  iron  ginler  bridge  31 
feet  long,  the  crosa-Bection  area  being  308  feet.  (2)  To  remove  tlie  cribs  of  decayed 
ties  from  the  southern  washout,  and  refill  the  bank  with  good  material  and  correct 
the  alignment.  (3)  To  remove  the  stone  and  debrit  of  the  former  abutment  from 
the  channel  and  meadow  below.  No  specific  time  was  given  for  the  erection  of 
the  peruianeiit  bridge,  but  tlie  increased  waterway  between  the  trestles  will  give 
immunity  from  overflow  until  this  can  be  done. 

I  examined,  also,  the  curved  treetle  at  "  Old  Chapel,"  referred  to  in  Mr,  Harri- 
son's letter,  and  found  the  same  in  working  order,  attended  by  a  resident  watch- 
man. The  tru^  over  the  public  road  vibrated  somewhat  during  the  passage  of  a 
freight  tnun,  the  timbers  being  shrunken,  although  sound.  A  lot  of  lumber  for 
the  renewal  of  this  and  other  parts  of  the  trestle  had  lately  been  unloaded  at  the 
north  end,  and  Superintendent  Flickwir  assured  me  that  this  repair  would  be  at- 
tended to  without  delay. 

Calling  upon  General  Superintendent  J.  H.  Sands  in  Roanoke,  July  7th,  he  said 
the  repairs  and  betterments  at  Pagebrook  and  Old  Chapel  had  been  carefiilly  esti- 
mated and  provided  for,  and  would  be  made  as  early  as  practicable.

The  consolidation  of  the  Norfolk  and  Petersburg  Railroad  Company,  the  South- 
fiide  Railroad  Company,  and  tlie  Virginia  and  Tennessee  Railroad  Company  to 
form  the  Atlantic,  Mississippi  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  was  for  the  purpose  of 
adjusting  and  closing  the  accounts  assamed  to  have  been  fully  consummated  AprU

The  consolidation  of  tlie  New  River  Rjiilroad  Mining  and  Manu&cturing  Com-

Tlie  consolidaiion  of  the  New  River  Railroad  Company,  the  New  River  Railroad 
Company  of  West  Virginia,  and  the  East  River  Railroad  Company  with  the  Nor- 
folk and  Western  Railroad  Company  was  effected  May  9,  1882,  under  authority  of 
the  general  laws  of  West  Virginia  and  of  acta  of  Assetubly  of  Virginia  approved 
March  7,  1872,  and  various  supplements  thereof,  and  also  act  of  February  Id,  1882.

The  consolidation  of  the  New  River  Plateau  Railway  Company  with  the  Norfolk 
and  Western  Railroad  Company  was  effected  October  16,  1889,  under  authority  of 
the  act  of  Assembly  of  Virginia  incorporating  the  New  River  Plateau  Railway 
Company,  approved  March  2,  1888. 

The  consolidation  of  the  West  Virginia  and  Ironton  railroad  with  the  Norfolk 
and  Western  Railroad  Company  was  effected  September  30,  1890,  under  authority 
of  the  act  of  Assembly  of  Virginia  and  the  general  laws  of  the  States  of  West 
Virginia  and  Kentucky. 

The  property  and  franchises  of  the  Scioto  Valley  and  New  England  railroad  and 
the  Shenandoah  Valley  railroad  were  acquired  by  purchase  and  merged  into  the 
general  accounts  of  the  Norfolk  and  Western  railroAd.

The  Brighthope  railway  company'a  road  was  purchased  and  merged  into  the 
Farmville  and  Powhatan  railroad.  The  Brighthope  railway  was  the  aUcceosor  of 
the  Clover  Hill  railroad,  which  was  chartered  by  acts  of  assembly  of  the  State  of 
Vitginia,  passed  February  5,  1841,  and  amended  December  16, 1843,  February  19, 
1B45,  March  4, 1846,  and  March  16,  1858,  and  was  sold  under  foreclosure  in  1877 
to  its  bondholders,  who  reorganized  it  under  the  name  of  the  Brighthope  railway 
company.
